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Manipulation 


by Reg Ansell 


Recently there has been a lively debate on the 
subject of image manipulation. This subject has 
been the cause of endless discussions since 
photography was invented, so that amounts to 
some one hundered and seventy odd years. 


There was a very recent film on TV about two 
innocent sub-teenage girls who managed to do 
just that, about the turn of the nineteenth century, 
which involved Sir Arthur Conan-Doyle and the 
illusionist Houdini, for verification. 


The outcome, “You can fool most of the people 
most of the time - but not all the people all of the 
time.” 


My astonishment here is the lack of moral 
commitment to the principle of “Truth” stated as 
justification to employ “New Computerised 
Technology”. This new technology is not new, 
once again, the elimination of unwanted features 
and the addition of desired elements has been 
practised since the beginning of photography. 


Certainly it takes longer in the darkroom than in 
the computer, but the really competent skills are 
little different. Let us start with the PSSA Mission 
Statement : “To draw together people interested 
in the Art and Science of Photography.” 


Art - the art of making pictures. The artist may 
physically see or mentally design a picture. 
Before actual completion the artist may also 
change the original design (manipulate) to suit 
his/her artistic refinement. 


This is artistry and may be used as such under 
the general heading of Pictorial Presentation. 


Whata pleasure to sit back and appreciate a fine, 
well executed pictorial presentation. It may or 
may not be obvious that manipulation has taken 
place. It matters not, both the artist and the 
viewer have a shared satisfaction. 


Science - the original interpretation here was 
certainly chemical, or optical in any shape or 
form. Here | will introduce my own interpretation 
of a moral philosophical science. Science is a 
discipline of measurement and in this context, is 
a measurement of dishonest presentation, as 
and when applied. The photographic world has 
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imposed upon itself the discipline of honest 
representation of actual happenings in Nature, 
Sport and Photo-Travel. Truth in this context is 
a non-negotiable fact, which when contravened 
is a measureable act of dishonesty. 


The most notable example of this is the 
Journalistic Organisations’ code of ethics. PSSA 


published its own Nature Code of Ethics some — 


twenty-years ago, on the occasion of an 
International Congress held in the Kruger Park. 


The definition covering the above three sections 
is “Any form of manipulation will not be allowed.” 
Clear concise, and to the point, with no degree 
of vagueness in any direction, either in the film 
base darkroom, or the computer bas 

called, new technology. - 


It is a fact of our own social justice, and our 
society has created a legal system which can 
and does quite successfully argue that wrong 
is right. An example of this is the American OJ 
Simpson case. 
In the end we all must accept the reputation- 
destroying consequences and live with 
ourselves. 

The definition of "Truth" in the Oxford Dictionary: 
True - In accordance with correct principles or 


standards; In accordance with fact and reality; 
Not given to lying; must be veracious and honest. 


Truth - Quality of being accurate and honest.
